dome, the meanelt and weakelt apprehen(1- 
on needs no other expcethon then what they 
can apprehend from the 1ndiſpoſition of 
theſe times , ariſing from the diſcontents 
between his Majeſty and his now afltembled 
Parliament , which ſeemes to fruſtrare the 
happy and joytulil proceedings of the wil- 
ling Snbject, whereby he would endeavour 
to ſettle the peaceable and flourihing F- 
ſtate of this Kingdome. His Majeſttes re- 
movall beyond all thought or expetation. 
from his Parliament, he having had no juſt 
occahon thereof offered unto him , but was 
raiſed by a mo't unjuſt ſuſpition and jea» 
louſie of their tylclity and loyaltic, did flir 
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up ſtrange and feareful conceptions 1n tliezr 
breaſts,which for a while did dafh andcruſh 
all their Defignes and Proceedings for the 
' peace of the Kingdome,which cannot ſmile 
and looke merry , ſo long as the State and 
quiet thereof ſlands' thus diſtracted, and 
indeede how -can: the Bride but mourne , 
which at the crime and expectation of moſt 
comfort , wants the true and real! conſolp- 
tion of her Bridegroome ; or how can ghe 
Body bein health and profperity, when 1t 
ts deprived-of the. benefit and.comfort of: 
the Head ; aſwell may the Day Ilooke ſmi- 
Hing and glorious without the. luſtre of the: 
Surine, as the Subje looke cheerefull-, be- 
ing deprived of the happy Soctety of his, 
Soveraigne, whoſe chiefelt happineſle- con- 
filtsin the fruition of a loving Soveraigne, 
as the happineſle-of a Childe in the enjoy- 
tng of a loving Father. Often hath the 
Houſe of :Parliament:endeavoured' by many: 
* Foyall and fubmille Sollicitations and. Peti-: 
tions, to returne the Glory and Comfort of: 
tas Perſon unto his Subjects, whereby their 
drnerted hearts will he-mnch elevated and 
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raiſed: from the mehackolly feares which 


they are now involved in; but all in vain, 


his Majeſty being with-drawne from them 
by the ſiniſter and malitious counſels of the 
malignant party.

They firſt humbly deſired his Majeſty 
that his ' Highneff: might not be removed 
from Hampton Court , which did ſeeme to 

take ſome good effect , and to be with wel- 
come eatertained by his Ma jeſty, but zpon 
the Queenes removall tow:rds Dover , the 
King returning , and reſolving his ffay at 
Greenwich the Prince was commanded from 
Greenwich to attend his Majelty there when 
they formerly concerved , that his Majeſty 
had refolved his ſtay at Hampton Court : 
Whereupon they oa did petition his Mas 
jeſty , that his Highnefſe might returne to 
Hampton-Court, tl eir deſire being grounded 
npon the indiſpoſition of the Marqueſle of 
Hartford, whoſe fidelity & fa:th was thought 
worthy of ſo oreat a truſt , as by the Houſe 
to be choſen Governouc to his Highneſle, 
who now being much diſpoſed to ſickneſſe, 
was not able to attend the Priace to any 
remote place, beiag unable to travell , by 
-ealon of Ls continual caſl ualty of _

hee being choſen his Governour, it wasnot -; 
thought convenient he ſhould farre depart : 
Neither was 1t to be conſtrued or 1magined 
a needleſſe or unnecellary feare or jealoulie, 
conſidering the future eftateand welfare dad 
wholly depend upon has fafety and welfare, 
and in him did lye the joy and comfort of 
the Loyall Subject ; from this one ground 
alſo the Parliament doth concerve many 
feares and jealgulies may ariſe , and be pro- 
moted in the hearts of his Majeſties moſt 
loyall Subjects, which will be very neceſſa- 
ry to remove for the content of the Sub-

ture breaches, when they may datly behold 
the welfare of him in whom they doe place 
all their future hopes , and un whoſe mile |
